The Boundary Crisis. 


The decision of the Government of 
Northern Ireland to persist in its refusal 
to nominate a representative on the 
‘Roundary Commission has surprised 
nobody except, perhaps, a few well-mean- 
ing Englishmen who continue to apply 
Anglo-Saxon standards to the affairs of 
this island. These people had hoped that 
the idyllic surroundings of Streatley-on- 
Thames would be more conducive to com- 
promise than the passion-charged atmo- 
sphere of Belfast; but Sir James Craig 
| artd his colleagues remain adamant. The 
i statement which they issued after the 
| Cabinet meeting yesterday was simply a 
\wehearsal of the arguments that have 
ibeen advanced a hundred times during 
the past few months. The British Prime 
Minister of the day promised the Northern 
Government that none of its rights or 
privileges would be abrogated with- 
out its consent; and Northern Ire- 
land could have nothing to do with a 
Boundary Commission which proposed - to 
decide the future of Northern Irish terri- 
tory. We never expected that Sir James 
Oraig and his friends would take any other 
view; for at least they have been 
consistent. Ireland now must think 
of the next step. In default of a Northern 
Commissioner, the Imperial Parlia- 
ment will meet on September 30th, 
when the Amending Bill to the Treaty 
will be passed through all its stages with 
th» least possible delay. Serious opposi- 
tion is not foreseen in either House; and, 
in all likelihood, if nothing happens in 
Ireland in the meanwhile, the Boundary 
Commission, consisting of Mr. Justice 
Feetham, Dr. Eoin MacNeill and a further 
nominee of the British Government, will 
be required to begin its labours before the 
end of October. : 

We refuse to despair of Irish statesman- 
ship, and for that reason we. shall con- 
tinue to hope that Sir James Craig and 
President Cosgrave will meet again before 
this great national issue is abandoned to 
the mechanical arbitrament of a Boundary 
Commission. A ‘body of this kind, be its 
membership ever so august, will be likely 
to leave the Irish problem infinitely more 
difficult of ultimate solution than it has 
been at any period during the last thirty 
years. A very representative party of 
British members of Parliament has just 
|returned to London after a visit to the 
border counties. It included “ die-hard” 
as well as moderate Conservatives, Liberals 
of various shades of opinion and influen- 
tial members of the Labour Party. This 
party has issued a unanimous appeal to 
the two Irish Governments to adjust their 
differences by conference, declaring that; 
“‘ if the negotiations are to have the best 
chance of success, they should be entered 
into before any Boundary Commission is set 
up by the Government of Great Britain.’’ 
Every patriotic Irishman will endorse 
this appeal. Nothing ought to be allowed 
to stand in the way of a meeting. Nearly 
a fortnight remains before the British 
Parliament meets, and much may be done 
in that time. If, however, an immediate 
conference should be impossible—if, for. 
instance, the Free State Government is 
determined to secure the establishment of 
the Commission as a bargaining weapon— 
the two leaders should meet even while the 
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‘|of production.

Who can doubt that the un- 
certainty of the politica] outlook was a 
main factor in this weakening of public 
confidence in our chief gilt-edged security ? 
Politicians may contemplate the results of 
the Boundary Commission with real, or 
apparent, indifference ; obviously the busi- 
ness community takes another view. We 
cannot afford to jeopardise our national 
credit, and there is no doubt at all that 
further depreciation in National Stock 
would make the raising of another loan 
at some future date extremely difficult. 
We suggest, with all respect, that our Go- 
vernment ought not to lose sight of the fact 
that the mere establishment of the Com- 
mission is likely to cause a very serious 
disturbance in both the economic and the 
financial machinery of the Free State— 
for the moment we ignore the inevitable 
effects on the welfare of Northern Ire- 
land. Surely Irish common-sense is not 
exhausted. Sir James Craig. can gain 
nothing, and may lose everything, by his 
attitude of blank negation. President Cos- 
grave must realise that the actual stability 
of the Free State is worth far more than the 
problematical acquisition of any amount of 
Northern soil; and that, even if the 
Boundary Commission should give us every 
acre of the six counties, its verdict in- 
fallibly would kill the last hopes of Irish 
unity. 
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A Census of Production. 


The British Board of Trade has decided 
to carry out in the present year a census 
A census of this nature 
has not been made in Great Britain since 
1907, In the United States such work is 
undertaken every two years, and in the 
British Overseas Dominions a like survey 
is made every year. The Civil Service 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph de- 
scribes the census of production aptly as 
“ Britain’s industrial balance sheet.’’ For 
the purpose of the survey the term ‘‘ net 
output ” has been coined by the Board of 
Trade. This figure is arrived at by deduc- 
tion of the cost of materials used in manu- 
facture from the gross or selling value of 
the goods when they leave the factory. 
No other deductions are made; conse- 
quently the net output includes wages, 
selling expenses, depreciation, other inci- 
dental expenditure and the profit made 
on the sale of the completed article. Until 
the new figures are prepared any com- 
parisons which are attempted must be 
based on the returns for 1907. In that 
year the average net output of. all persons 
engaged in mining, quarrying and manu- 
facture in the United Kingdom was £102 
per head. The corresponding average in 
the United States in 1909 was approxi- 
mately £220. The average wage which was 
paid annually to all workers in the United 
States was £108, or more than the net out- 
put per head in the United Kingdom. 
The powers conferred on the British Board 
of Trade exclude any inquiry as to wages ; 
but since the war there has been a general 
tendency towards a rise in the net output 
figure, and in most countries it has trebled 
during the past decade. This increase is 
due to the rise in prices on account of the 
fall in the purchasing power of money. 
Between the years 1909 and 1919 the 
number of persons engaged in manufactur- 
ing industries in the United States in- 
creased by 41 per cent., but the monetary 
value of the net output increased by 194 
per cent. In 1919, the year which is most 
suitable for comparison with the last 
British census figures, hours of work were 
much longer in the United States, but a 
large reduction has been made since that 
time. Another aspect of the case which 
operates to the advantage of American pro- 
ducers is the fact that their coal is nearer 
to the surface and can be raised more 
economically and in less time than British 
coal, This advantage, in the nature of 
things, must be temporary; but at present 
its influence is felt, either directly or in- 
directly, in almost every branch of produc- 
tion. The war brought in its train a vital 
necessity for quick production and had a 
stimulating effect on British manufactur- 
ing methods. Much of the machinery 
which was in use was replaced by new 
plant during the period when expense was 
not considered, and only the most efficient 
machinery was capable of keeping pace 
with the demand. Doubtless, the forth- 
coming census of production will throw 
much light on the state of British in. 
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Photography. 


The Royal. Photographic Society has 
erected a tablet to the memory of William 
Henry Fox Talbot, who, less than ninety 
years ago, made the first photographic 
** negative.’’ In the early years of the 
nineteenth century Thomas Wedgwood, son 
of the famous potter, contrived a method 
of copying pictures on glass by the action 
of light on nitrate of silver. Fox Talbot, 
born in 1800, a versatile genius who was 
among the first decipherers of the cunei- 
form script and wrote books on the classics, 
the antiquity of the Bible, and English 
etymology, applied his lively intelligence 
to the development of Wedgwood’s inven- 
tion. In 1835 he devised the first box 
cameras. In 1839 Daguerre demonstrated 
the process which was to bear his name, 
but the daguerrotype was surpassed by 
Talbot’s calotype system, which won him 
the Royal Society’s medal in 1842. In this 
system he made use of the first “ nega- 
tives,’ and printed ' positives’’ which he 
was able to fix; and thus the art of photo- 
graphy, as we know it, came to birth a 
little before the middle of the last century. 
There are men living now who saw the 
first clumsy cameras at work in what was 
regarded, doubtless, as mere scientific play. 
The toy that Fox Talbot gave to the world 
was to develop into an important agent of 
civilisation. The camera is so commonly 
used as a plaything that we do not realise 
always what important purposes it serves 
in the graver affairs of life. In warfare 
the camera is now as indispensable as the 
: ; in peace it is used by the 
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telescope; in pe: 
architect, the town-planner, the surveyor, 
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the explorer and the antiquary. It assists 


like the pen itself, is of equal service to 
classical and scientific scholarship. It has 
done more, perhaps, than any other agent, 
save the telegraph, to assist in the pro- 
tection of society against crime. 
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Evening Schools. 


This is enrolment week in London’s 
evening schools. Every winter London 
spends some £1,250,000 on vocational and 
cultural classes, held under the joint direc- 
tion of the County Council and the Board 
of Education. Last season 170,000 students 
attended the evening schools and technical 
institutes, and this year probably 200,000 
young people will take advantage of their 
city’s provision for their educational 
betterment. The subjects include not merely 
languages and the usual requirements of 
commerce, but highly technical operations, 
aeronautics and even advertising. In the 
coming season tradé dressmaking, marine 
engineering, shop-window display and the 
subjects required for the Pharmaceutical 
Society’s examinations will be included in 
the curriculum. 
any firm require instruction in a par- 
ticular subject a minimum group of fifteen 
will be provided with an instructor. 
Already some 10,000 instructors have been 
appointed ; and most of these, who include 
doctors, accountants, lawyers, journalists, 
electricians, plumbers and butchers, are 
actually engaged in the professions and 
crafts which they teach. With all these 
facilities at the citizens’ disposal, only one 
Londoner in three, the County Council’s 
report states, continues his education 
beyond the elementary school stage. We 
could name some cities where not even that 
proportion of citizens displays a desire for 
self-improvement.

A FIFTEENTH CENTURY 


WRITER. 


A paper dealing with James Yonge, who 
occup! a prominent position in literary 
circles in Dublin five centuries ago, was read 
at a meeting in Dublin yesterday of the Royal 
Society of Antiquaries of Ireland. 

The note was by the Rev.. St. John D. 
Seymour, who expressed the hope that future 
students would succeed in unearthing more 
information with respect to Yonge from 
manuscripts stored in Dublin and elsewhere. 

The subject of the paper, it was explained, 
was not a new literary discovery; but some 
new points had been brought to light with 
reference to Yonge and his family, by the 
recent publication of documents. Yonge was 
generally described in vague terms as a writer 
of the Pale. From recently-published deeds 
and registers it appeared that his family was 
for some centuries closely connected with the 
civil and ecclesiastical life of the Parish of 
St. John’s, Dublin. In one of his works he 
described himself as ‘‘a Notary Imperial, and 
the least of the writers and citizens of 
Dublin.’’ 
family appeared in the deeds of St. John’s. 

James Teaas's claim to literary fame rested 
upon two works. The first of these dealt 
with St. Patrick’s Purgatory, that most re- 
markable place of pilgrimage in the Middle 
Ages, to which men made their way from 
every quarter of the known world, with the 
object of spending a few hours of prayer in a 
vision-haunted cave in the Station Island in 
Lough Derg. Among the pilgrims was a 
certain Hungarian nobleman, Laurence 
Rathold, who visited the place in 1411. This 
Hungarian aristocrat arrived in Dublin with 
heralds and a numerous retinue. He first 
went to the Cathedral of the Holy Trinity 
(Christ Church Cathedral), where he venerated 
that splendid relic the Backall Iosa, or the 
staff of St. Patrick. He then left Dublin 
for the Purgatory, accompanied by an Italian 
merchant named Antonio Mannini, who had 
also left an account of his experiences. 
returned to Dublin early in January, 1412. 

On Rathold’s return, his friends desired 
that he should commit to writing the account 
of his experiences, and this’ task was accord- 
ingly entrusted to James Yonge. Yonge wrote 
the account in Latin, not from Rathold’s 
direct dictation, but from what he had 
gathered from conversations with him. Yet, 
this literary effort of Yonge’s was most valu- 
able; for he had not contented himself with 
merely giving an account of Rathold’s visions 
of good and evil spirits, but he introduced 
three documents—viz., a letter of safe conduct 
from Sigismund, the King of Hungary, a 
certificate from Archbishop Nicholas Fleming, 
and another from Matthew, the Prior of the 
Purgatory. : 

The second of Yonge's extant works was in 
English, and was particularly important on 
that account, as it was “perhaps the only 
lengthy work known written in the English 
of the Paleearlyinthefifteenthcentury.. It 
was a translation of the Secreta Secretorum, 
a work attributed to Aristotle, which was in 
great demand in the Middle Ages. :

NORTHERN IRELAND'S 


REFUSAL.

The meeting of the Cabinet of Northern 
Ireland was held at Cleeve Court this 
morning in a charming room, with a beau- 
tiful view of the Thames. Sir James Crai 
resided, and all the Northern Ireland 
inisters, with the exception of Mr. Arch. 
dale, were present. The proceedings 
opened at half-past ten and the delibera- 
tions of the Cabinet continued for nearly 
three hours. It was not until three 
o'clock that the Press was informed 
officially that the Cabinet had decided. to 
decline to appoint a representative on the 
Boundary Commission, though it was 
known that a message to this effect had 
been sent off to the Prime Minister before 
the gathering sat down to lunch. It 
cannot be said that the result of the meet- 
ing was received with surprise in London ; 
for it has been indicated quite plainly 
during the past few days that the Northern 
Cabinet would not depart from its former 
attitude. The refusal to appoint a Com- 
missioner does not mean necessarily that 
effurts to bring about a settlement will be 
dropped. | 


The Boundary Bill. 


The writer of “A Londoner's Diary,’’ 
in the Kvening Standard to-day, predicts 
what he thinks will be the course déin 
in connection with the Irish situation. He 
is usually well iníormed and in close touch 
with Irish opinion, and I venture to give 
his prophecy. He says that the Conserva- 
tives will vote against the Amending Bill 
as a body, but the Bill will be pé bya 
joint Labour-Liberal majority. The House 
of Lords will discuss and amend the mea- 
sure, and will return it to the Commons. 
The Lower House will refuse any Lords’ 
amendments of the slightest substance, 

nd the Lords will then pass the Bill. 
When this happens the Northern Govern- 
ment will appeal to the Law Courts— 

résumably the Judicia] Committee of the 

rivy Council—for a declaration that the 
Act is ultra vires. The ores of appeal 
will not be, as some people seem to think, 
that the Commissioners have acted outside 
the scope of their reference. The Northern 
Cabinet will appeal to a far more vital 
principle, first laid down by Lord Mans- 
field in the eighteenth century and since 
generally recognised by statute—that a 
self-governing colony cannot have its 
boundaries contracted without its own con 
sent. The question would then arise 
whether Northern Ireland is a self-govern- 
ing colony covered by the principle put 
forward. 


The New Session. 


The Government is inclined to suspect 
that the short session of Parliament, open- 
ing on the 30th September, will not be an 
easy one, and the members of the Govern- 
ment have been advised that they must be 
in their places constantly from the moment 
when the House reassembles. Inasmuch as 
nothing but the Irish Bill can be taken, 
ho, Á arrangement, between the parties, 
the situation must be presenting some un- 
expected difficulties. o-morrow some of 
the Ministers will be returning to London, 
and the Speaker is back from Switzerland ; 
so that it is probable that the summons 
for the reassembling of Parliament on 
September 30th will not be delayed. 


Conservative Working-men. 


The Conservatives have now a definite 
policy concerning working-men who are 
Conservatives, since it is recommended 
that every constituency executive shall 
have a labour committee, which will act 
in an advisory capacity, with the right to 
full representation on the Executive Com- 
mittee. This is a most important step 
forward, and should help to shatter the 
claim of the Socialists that all, working- 
men are: necessarily supporters of the 
Labour Party or Socialism. With a proper 
share of responsibility placed on their 
shoulders, it will be found that many Con- 
servative working-men will be glad to 
come forward and work for their political 
cause as eagerly as do the Socialists. The 
moral effect also will be very considerable ; 
for the presence of the Labour Committee 
at sm gathering in a constituency must 
appeal to all other workers. 


Atlantic Po:ts. 


The delay in the delivery of the Ameri- 
can mails, owing to the Leviathan’s wait 
off Cowes for nearly twenty-four hours 
until the Berengaria had left Southamp- 
ton, has led to a revival of rumours that 
there may be changes in terminal ports 
on this side of the Atlantic by one or more 
of the large steamship companies. South- 
ampton has many advantages, but does not 
appear capable of accommodating the three 
largest liners in the world at once. Under 
the present time table the Leviathan, 
Majestic and Berengaria are all due at 
the port at the same time. Plymouth, 
Cherbourg and Hamburg are alike anxious 
to increase their importance as ports for 
the Atlantic traffic, and are making the 
most of the delays which have occurred at 
Southampton.: In view of the success which 
has attended the call of the Mauretania 
at Plymouth it is by no means improbable 
that other vessels may call there before 
going to Southampton. 


The Price of Petrol. 


The reduction in the price of petrol by 
& penny a gallon in the London area, 
which came into operation to-day, may be 
the beginning of a system whereby the 
price of motor spirit will be regulated by 
the area in which it is sold. A consider 
able quantity of unbranded petrol is now 
sold in London at one shilling and four- 
pence a gallon, which is twopence half- 
a below the new price for the well- 
nown brands. The competition of the un- 
branded spirit is mainly confined to Lon- 
don, It comes up the Thames in bulk, 
and inland transport charges are small. 
Land transport costs are great, and it is 
believed that there is less profit on the 
spirit sold in Ireland and land than 
in the metropolitan area, although there 
is now a difference of threepence a gallon 
m favour of the latter district. From in- 
quiries made to-day two developments 
“eas possible. One is a new schedule 
of prices under a zone system, whereby 
the price would be increased propor- 
tionately with the distance from London ; 
and the other is a plan for an increase in 
the direct shipments to Dublin for the 
Free State, and to Glasgow for Scotland. 
An extension of the storage facilities wou! 
be necessary for the operation of the latter 
system. For the present the current prices 
will continue to apply, but eventually one 
of the alternatives mentioned is likely to 
be adopted.

HOPING FOR A STRAIGHT 
DEAL.

“ We are hoping for an absolutely straight 
deal from the Commission, and if we do not 
get that I am not optimistic abont the conse- 
quences ; for | believe that, for both countries, 
a very, Wery serious situation would be 
created.”’ 

This was one of several striking comments 
made by a confidant of the Free State 
Cabinet with whom I discussed the Boundary 
problem yesterday. 

He is in close personal contact with Cabinet 
affairs, and his opinions, therefore, are of 
considerable importance. 

The: '" breathing space,” as Mr. J. H. 
Thomas called it, offered by the adjournment 
of the British Parliament for the exploration 
oi possible avenues to a settlement by consent 
is rapidly coming to an end. 

The optimism of the Colonial Secretary at 
the time of the adjournment found an echo 
in the Free State, and all fair-minded citizens 
in North and South cherished the hope that 
steps would be taken to bring about a meet- 
ing of representatives of the two Govern- 
ments. he passage of time, however, has 
>rought the two Governments no closer to 
rach other. 


TERMS OF MEBRTING. 


“Is it your opinion that President Coszrave 
would be willing to meet Sir James . Craig 
now in an eleventh hour effort to achieve a 
settlement by consent? I asked my 
informant. 

‘The position,” he replied, ‘‘ is that during 
or after. the .Boundary Commission we are 
quite prepared to consider any proposals pur- 
porting to have as their object the solution of 
the problem on basis of the unity of the 
country. ”' 

He went on to say that, as a íact, some of 
them in the Free State considered Article 12 
of the Treaty for its ''leverage value,” and, 
if its ‘“‘leverage’’ proved to be ineffective, 
they could but take their stand on the fulfil- 
ment or operation of that Article as “a 
matter of self-respect.” . 

Sir James Craig, he added, undoubtedly 
had expressed his willingness to confer with 
President The Government of the 
Free State a :

“Is it to be understood that the President 
would confer with Sir James Craig on pro- 
posals having for their basis the unity of the 
country 7” was the next query. 

“Tf we saw the faintest hope of that we 
would go into it in the morning,” was the 
reply. ‘* After all, that is the aim of the 
Government here. There is a limit, of course, 
to what we could do in the matter of con- 
ferences outside the Commission. The Govern- 
ment of the Free State has no mandate for 
anything but to see that the Treaty is fully 
implemented.”’ 


INTERPRETING THE CLAUSE. 


My informant, in reply to other questions, 
pe out that the alternative to Article 14 
raving been rejected, nothing remained ex- 
cept the operation of Article 12 of the Treaty. 

‘* Article 12 must,” he explained, “ be read 
with Articles 1, 11, and 14. Article 1 estab- 
lishes Ireland as a country with some status, 
as the Dominion of Canada. Article 11 sus- 
— temporarily the powers of the Free 
tate over a certain area, pending a choice 
(by that area) set out in Article 12. Re- 
member that it did not say that those powers 
would not extend to that area or over it, 
but that those powers would not be exercised 
in respect of it pending the choice set out 
in Article 12. 

‘“‘ Article 14 then provided for political 
unity—that is, the continuance of a provincial 
or subordinate Parliament for an intact six- 
county area, the relations of the six-county 
Parliamont te the native—that is to say, the 
Free State—Parliament to be the same as its 
relations would be to the Imperial Parlia- 
ment in the event of its exercising the choice 
in another direction. 

-“ Article 12 is, and must really be con- 
sidered, as the other prong of the fork.’’ 

He went on to explain that the Northern 
Government's Address to the King was, in 
effect, its secessicn from the political system 
of the Free State established by Article 1 
of the Treaty. Clearly, then, the purpose of 
the Commission provided for by Article 12 
was to define the area which would be subject 
to the jurisdiction of the Northern Parlia- 
ment, the Commission to determine the ex- 
tent of this area by reference to economic 
and eer conditions there, and by 
consulting the wishes of the inhabitants. 

“ Everyone in the Free State knows that 
that is what the Treaty means.” 


POSSIBILITIES. 

In the course of further conversation, I 
asked my informant to visualise the possibili- 
ties of a Commission, which one of the in- 
terested parties declined to recognise, and to 
which it had declined to appoint a repre- 
sentative. He admitted that there was the 
possibility that the findings of the Commis- 
sion might not be all that was hoped for 
in the Free State. The Government of the 
Free State, however, he pointed out, had no 
cause whatever to distrust the impartiality 
or good faith of either the British Govern- 
ment or the Commission. 

He thought, however, that the campaign 
waged by the British Press and by certain 
7 politicians represented a ‘‘ breach of 
aith.’’ 

"" We are hoping for an absolutely straight 
deal,” he declared. ‘‘ If we do not get that 
I am not optimistic about the future, as I 
believe a situation would be created that 
would not be likely to be good for either 
England or Ireland. Meanwhile, there are 
no indications that the people in Northern 
Ireland are in any more reasonable frame 
of mind than they have been in the last 
two years, or that they are desirous of 
achieving the unity of the country. 

‘* Simply, then, as a matter of self-respect, 
there is for us no alternative (but the Com- 
missiun) to the proviso of Article 12. There 
is no other possible alternative for the Go- 
vernment of the Free State. As I say, we 
hope for an absolutely straight deal. If 
that is not coming to us, [ am 
ready to agree, of course, that an unpleasant 
situation could develop here. It would be in- 
evitable, I suppose, that the man who got up 
on a platform immediately afterwards to de- 
nounce the Treaty, or more 
Article 12, would receive something more 
than a sympathetic hearing. 

“The question as to what actually would 
happen in that contingency is a large one. I 
have not, of courge, amy reason whatever, and 
I should not want in any circumstances, to 
impugn the faith of the British Government, 
and still less reason to impugn the faith of the 
person they have selected to be their repre- 
sentative on the Commission. do say 
though, again, that the combined efforts of 
‘the British Press and certain prominent 
British politicians to prejudice the mind of 
the Commission represents a breach of faith.’’ 

My informant ended by saying that the 
Free State Government had yet to see that 
the British Government and people would 
fail to honour their bond in the letter and 
the spirit.

MEASURES TO MEET DEFICIT.

MAIN POINTS OF DRAFT 


PROPOSAL ACCEPTED. 


GENEVA, Tuesday. 

It is understood that agreement has been 
reached on most points of the protocol, or 
resolution, regarding the application of 

enalties on the basis of the Covenant of the 

ague, and that the cutstanding points have 
been referred to London for approval. 

The British delegation appears to be in 
favour of accepting the proposed draft as it 
stands at present, although it is believed that 
it will take several days yet before it is 
finally settled. The Sub-Committee dealing 
with the drafting of this protocol met this 
mcrning and examined the terms of the 
pounee agreed upon between the British and 

rench delegations. Dr. Benes, the Chairman 
of the Sub-Committee, furnished an explana- 
tion of the views of the two principal delega- 
tions. 
this afternoon. 

A brilliant reception was given last night 
by the Rumanian delegation. Most of the 
other delegations were present, and the 

reral opinion prevailed that a successful 
issue would be found to the present negotia. 
tions by which effect would iven to the 
joint resolution moved by M. Herriot and 
Mr. Macdonald in the assembly of the League 
on September 6 regarding the preliminary 
work to be accomplished in order to render 
it ssible to sommon an _ International 
Conference on armaments.—(Reuter.) 


COMMITTEE DISCUSSION. 


Considerable excitement and much annoy- 
ance has been caused in League circles by the 
publication of the surnmary of what appears 
to be the first draft prepared by Dr. Benes, 
with the object of conciliating the British 
and French views with regard to the 
important point of penalties to enforce the 
decision of the Council. The actual draft was 
discussed only to-day, and the matter is still 
in its earliest stage It is expected that 
nothing definite will be settled until next 
week. 

On one point—namely, whether the deci- 
sion of the Council we só dealing with an 
infraction of the Covenant should be unani- 
mous, or by majority, I am able to state 
that the British view is that the decision 
should be unanimous. The French, on the 
other hand, consider that the decision should 
be*by a mapority vote. This point is also 
in its preliminary stage. 

It would appear that the unauthorised dis- 
closure of the summary of the preliminary 
draft protocal was intended to counteract the 
report of Lord Parmoor’s. views which was 
cabled last night, and which was quite 
authentic. 

The attitude of the British is shown b 
the fact that the British gave the Frenc 
clearly to understand that Britain was not 
likely to accept engagements to fulfil any 
pre-arranged plan to place all her forces at 
the disposal of the League. The British 
interpretation of the Covenant is that all 
members are pledged to the loyal fulfilment 
of its provisions, and efforts are being made 
to discover the wording of an article giving 
effect to the resolution adopted by the 
Assembly on September 6 for the settlement 
of disputes by pacific means.— (Press Associa- 
tion’s Special Correspondent. ) 

The Council of the League to-day approved

DENIAL OF ALARMIST 
REPORTS. 
STATEMENT BY -SOVIET

LONDON, Tuesday. 

With reference to an American account of 
the situation. in Trans-Caucasia, in which 
Tiflis is stated to have been captured by 
‘* revolutionaries,’’ Batum to be the scene of 
wholesale massacres, and the. whole of. 
Georgia, Azerbaidjan, and the Northern 
Caucasus to be in the grip of a revolution, 
the Soviet Embassy in London ‘states that 
there is not a syllable of truth in the whole 
article. 

“Georgia, and the Caucasus generally,” it 
declares, “are absolutely quiet, and no ex- 
traordinary movements of troops or warships 
are taking place.” 7 

here is no rebellion, the 
Embassy statement. All that has nepecees 
is that on the night of August 28-29 there 
was a series of simultaneous raids on the 
small towns and villages of Eastern Georgia 
by eight or ten 1 bands of 10 to 20 
mountain brigands. Their captured leaders: 
have revealed that in every case the bands 
were led by dispossessed les or Tsarist 
officers, while the movement was prepared by 
a so-called ‘‘ Georgian Independence Com- 
mittee,’’ com d almost entirely of former 
nobles, and financed from abroad. The 
bands were everywhere liquidated ~y local 
forces, without the use of regular troops, 
within 48 hours. The peasantry everywhere 
refused to have any dealing with them, par- 
ticularly as, in many districts, the first act 
of the bandits was to restore nationalised 
lands and houses to their former owners. In 
many places the villagers formed volunteer 
detachments to fight the bandits. 

“ As for the workers in the towns—at 
Tiflis, Batum, ete.—on the vety days when, 
according to a propagandist bureau in Paris 
and Constantinople, they were supposed to be 
on strike, in revolt, etc.—September 1-10— 
in reality they were holding mass meetings 
in the factories and public places, under the 
auspices of the trade unions, to de- 
clare their horror and detestation of 
the criminal adventure. At Tiflis, in parti- 
cular, the Council of Workers’ deputies— 
Soviet—met in joint session with delegates 
from every factory and works Committee in 
the city on September 7, and adopted a 
manifesto to the workers of the world, expos- 
ing the real nature of the so-called “rising.” 

As a result of their complete failure to 
win any popular support—a fact officially 
confirmed by the Italian Consul-General for 
‘Transcaucasia, in a message to his Govern- 
ment—the chairman and principal members 
of the so-called “ Independence Committee "’ 
issued a manifesto on September 4, calling 
upon the supporters to realise the futility of 
their policy, and to lay down their arms. All 
the stories about risings being actively dis- 
seminated throughout the Press at the present 
tim are deliberate falsehoods, set on foot 
by Russian and Georgian Menshevik and 

onarchist organisations in order to deceive 
the working class of the West, particularly 
of Great Britain, in view of the signature 
and pending ratification of the Anglo-Soviet 
Treaty.-—(Reyter.)

BATUM DISTRICT. 


GEORGIAN GOVERNMENT’S 


STATEMENT. 


PARIS, Tuesday. 

The Georgian Legation, although satistied 
with the general position in the interior, 
was inclined to take a serious view of the 
situation in the Batum district, where the 
Soviet has landed strong forces to re-taxe 
the lost positions. 

The Georgian communiqué states that the 
defenceless population has been subjected to 
terrible reprisals, including mass executions 
and burning of entire villages. The Metro- 

litan Nazari, who was ill, has been executed 

y the Bolshevists. Churches and schools 
are filled with prisoners. The Soviet. troops 
are forcing the ifthabitants to sign declara- 
tions of loyalty to the Communist régime, 
those who refuse being shot out of hand. 
The armed population is taking refuge in the 
mountains, whence the struggle’ will be 
continued. 

An appeal has been addressed to Mr. 
Macdonald and M. a-erriot by M. Noe 
Jordania, President of the National Govern- 
ment of Georgia, in which he says that the 
Soviet troops are devastating the villages 
around Batum, and massacring men, women, 
and children. Soviet Russia has begun to 
destroy the Georgian race, and argues that 
the events in that country are mir matters 
of Russian internal politics. The Georgian 
question is really, it is stated, an _ inter- 
national one; the Treaty of May 7, 1920, by 
which Russia recognised Georgian indepen- 
dence, has never been .anndlled, and even 
under the Soviet Constitution Georgia 1s 
entitled to her liberty.

The following statements have been issued 
from the Irish Free State State Government 
Buildings :— 

_ “The new. Customs Entry Duty or 
Statistical Tax of 6d. on each parcel was im- 

at the instance of the Statistical Section 
of the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, 
for the purpose of discouraging retail across 
‘the Customs frontier,to curtail the clericalstafis, 
which at present is required to deal with 
entry forms, and to encourage retail distri- 
bution being carried out within the Free State. 

“ Each parcel coming into the Saorstat, im 


| volved the filling up of an entry form, and the 


amount of work entailed may be estimated 
from the fact that in one month the number 
of entries for goods valued at £1 or less was 
13,000. To check the flow of documents the 
Statistical Tax was suggested—the imposition 


‘of a six-penny tax in respect of each parcel, 


or separate description of goods. The effect 
of this is that one consignment of, say, 1,000 
tons of sugar, would pay a fee of sixpence, 
whereas, the same quantity imported in 1,000 
consignments of a ton each would have to pay 
1,000 sixpences, or £25. The natural tendency 
of the tax will be to transfer the distribution 
to the Saorstat, and this is, in brief, the 
object of the tax.” 
THE DELIVERY FEE. 

“ Up to the Ist September, the parcel rates 
in the Free State exceeded those in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland by threepence 
on each parcel. From the Ist of the month 
the rates in the Free State have been reduced 
to the level of Great Britain. This reduction 
has involved a reduction in the Post Office 
Revenue of £39,000. To meet this deficit 4 
charge of cepenes will be leved on all in- 
coming parcels, including those from Great 
Britain. Hitherto, all parcels coming from 
‘America bore a charge of 4d., which had to 
be paid by the addressee on delivery. This 
charge has now been increased to sixpence, 
as from the Ist September. Besides making 
it possible to reduce by threepence throughout 
the scale of parcels between places within the 
Free State, this terminal charge of 6d. will 
lift the disadvantage to which Irish traders 
have hitherto been put in regard to cross 
Channel traffic, and will, it is claimed, do 
much to discourage the growing practice of 
purchase hy parcel post from England. This 
terminal charge is regarded as the only practi- 
cable means of affording relief in this 
direction.

“PRACTICALLY CERTAIN.” 
——€- 


A Special Correspondent of T'Ae 7'imea, in 
a message from Streatley-on-Thames yester- 
day, dealing with the meeting of the Cabinet 
of Northern Ireland at Cleeve Court, says :— 
Nothing in Sir James Craig's statement bars 
the way to direct negotiations with the Irish 
Free State. To do the Northern Government 
justice, I am convinced that they would not 
have dreamt of obstructing this road towards 
a settlement, even if the 21 members of Par- 
liament who recently visited the boundary 
districts had not urged the advantages of a 
direct mutual agreement between North and 
‘South. But the publication of their letter, 
which is approved and commended by the 
Northern Ministers, doubtless induced Sir 
James Craig in his communiqué to emphasise

It is, consequently, practically certain that 
we shall shortly hear of arrangements for 
another meeting between the two Irish 
Premiers. But it must be added that the 
Northerners are by no means confident that 
the Free State Government will abate the 
large territorial claims which have been made, 
inferentially though not explicity, on their 
behalf.

DISCUSSED AT GENEVA. 

The Times observes in a leading article :— 
The future oí the British Navy is now being 
discussed at Geneva. This is an unforeseen 
and a somewhat perplexing ghee A 
promise appears to have been made, that in 
certain circumstances, as yet not fully dis- 
closed, the British Navy will be at the entire 
disposal of the League of Nations. Perhaps, 
Lord Parmoor said so. Perhaps, he will deny 
that he said so. Lord Parmoor’s elusive utter- 
ances seem to be capable of contradictory 
interpretations. For instance, he may or may 
not have discussed with German delegates 
during the London Conference the question of 
German responsibility for the war. In the 
early days of the League Assembly he made a 
speech, in which he denounced all military and 
naval sanctions. Now it is reported that he 
has been won over to the idea of sanctions, 
and, more than that, has consented to place 
the British Navy.at the disposal of the League 
for this purpose, It is all rather puzzling, and 
yet, as we - 
out, Lord Parmoor is the head oí the British 
Delegation at the Assembly of the League. 
In this position he may commit the British 
Government and the British nation to some 
important step. At any stage in the tortuous 
progress of a long debate on International 
Law he may feel himself impelled to say 
something which will be regarded by other 
nations as pledging Great Britain or the 
British Empire to a very serious course of 
action. 

It is true that whatever has been done sc 
far has been done in the obscurity of the 
Sub-Commission of a Sub-Commission. There 
must be various stages of discussion, 
approval and ratification before even this 
subterranean decision becomes operative in 
International Law. But even so, if the head 
of a British Delegation in an international 
ccnference formally consents to a proposal or 
gives his adhesion to a certain principle, he is 
assumed to be accepting some measure of 
responsibility on behalf of his country. His 
own country would very much like to know 
what Lord Parmoor’s conflicting utterances 
really do mean, and how far the British 
nation is committed by whatever decisions 
are now being taken at Geneva.

A VITAL PROBLEM FOR BRITAIN. 


The Times states in its City Notes column :— 
Tt is a melancholy, but imperative, duty to 
call attention to the circumstances attending 
the loss of valuable shipbuilding orders to a 
foreign competitor. The explanation is, of 
course, a simple one—namely, that British 
prices are too high. 

The ‘Shell’? Transport and Trading Com- 
pway have placed contracts for the construc- 
tion of six oil tankers of 10,000 tons each with 
two Dutch shipbuilding yards at. prices which 
show a saving of about £25,000 per steamer 
over the lowest British tender The total 
purchase price is a little less than £1,300,000, 
and to have placed the orders with British 
firms would have meant an additional ex- 
penditure of about £150,000. The Anglo- 
Saxon Company, which is associated with the 
‘Shell’ and Royal Dutch groups, it is stated, 
is also inviting tenders for four oil tankers, 
which will cost approximately £1,000,000. 

It ix hoped to arrange a conference with the 
trade union leaders with a view to having the 
industrv’s regulations so revised that it will 
be. possible to have the new orders executed 
in this country. It is earnestly to be hoped 
that the conference will succeed. No problem 
compares in importance with that of re-estab- 
lishing conditions in the principal industries 
of this country which will cheaven the costs 
of production and lower prices. This can only 
be brought about by the creater efficiency of 
labour. Lower prices will come with lower 
costs of production, but the latter must, in 
the nature of things, come first. Many iron 
and steel manufacturers have accepted orders 
at the bare cost of production in order to 
keep their works going, but obviously this 
cannot continue indefinitely.

THE VALUATION OF 
WATERFORD. — 

INCREASED TO £76,819. 

TRADERS’ PROTESTS. 


MANY APPEALS LODGED. 


A special uille of the Waterford 
licensed traders was held on Monday night 
to consider the effect of the re-valuation of 
the city upon the licensed trade. 

Mr. Martin Breen, Bridge Hotel, who pre- 
sided, pointed out various ways by which 

ple engaged in the licensed business would 
toy hampere by the new valuation. Not 
alone did it affect local rates, but it ve 
seriously hit annual licences which were rate 
upon valuation, as well as upon income tax. 
It would impose a burden far beyond what 
they could bear. 

Strong comments were made by several 
members of the trade upon the action of the 
Corporation in forcing the question of re- 
valuation. at what was considered by the 
meeting to be the most inopportune time, in 
view of the generally prevailing dull state 
of trade. The following resolution was 
unanimously , and ordered to be for- 
warded to the Waterford Corporation and 
the Minister for Home Affairs :-— 

“That this meeting strongly protests 
against the Government re-valuation of the 
County Borough of Waterford being put into 
force until the whole of the Free State area 
has been similarly valued.”’ 


FEELING IN THE CITY. 


Not a little uneasiness is being felt in 
Waterford at the result of the re-valuation 
on the application of the Borough Council 
some time ago, under Section 65 of the 
Loca! Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. — 

The lists are now open for inspection in 
the Town Clerk’s Officé, and troops of rate- 
payers arrive there daily to inspect them. 
The re-valuation was requested because, in 
the opinion of the Council, a glaring 
inequality has existed in that respect for 
many years past, new buildings or industrial 
or commercial enterprises being valued in 
some instances five times as hich as those on 
the older valuation basis. me. 

Under the latest scheme of re-valuation, 
amounts have been doubled in some eases, 
and trebled in others, and already appeals 
have begun to pour into the Town Clerk’s 
Office. Twenty notices of appeal have so far 
been received, but this figure | does not re- 
present the number which will be in the 
hands of the officials before the 28th of 
September, which is the last day for 
lodging appeals. 

FORMER VALUATIONS. 


The first tenement valuation of Waterford 
was issued on the Sth July, 1853, when the 
total rateable valuation of the then city was 
£36,008. Successive annual revisions took place 
(mainly confined to new and reconstructed 
premises), and in 1896 the valuation of the 
city was £41,936. Unc - the provisions of 
the Waterford Corporation Act, 1896, the 
city boundaries were extended, and the valua- 
tion then issued was £46,795. re 

Further successive annual revisions have 
resulted in a gradual increase in the valua- 
tion, which for the current year is £51,199. 
The rateable value of the city resulting from 
the re-valuation which has now taken place 
is £76,819 16s., or a total increase of 
£25,620 16s. 

As a set-off, it may be pointed out that 
the increase in valuation will result in a pro- 
portionate reduction of the city rates, which 
are at present 18s. 8d. in the £. Pending 
the result of the appeals, i. has been found 
impossible to forecast what the amount of 
the reduction is likely to be, but expert 
opinion anticipates a reduction of something 
like 50 per cent. 


COMMERCIAL OPINION. 


The question has been vigorously taken up 
by the Waterford Chamber of Commerce, 
and a public meeting to deal with the matter 
was held on Friday last. 

The President, Mr. W. B. Merry, said 
that, taking the present rates at 14s. 8d., he 
had worked out that there should be a re- 
sultant reduction in the vates to 12s. 9l., or, 
roughly, 6s. less than at present; that was 
if thev did not go in for any great expense. 
Speaking from the point of view of fair play, 
he wished to say that the Corporation con- 
trolled very little of that 18s. 8d., the major 
portion of which was taken up in administra- 
tiv: grants to the County Board of Health, 
the Mental Hospital, and other similar in- 
stitutions. That should be remembered be- 
fore the Corporation was blamed as a whole. 

In this connection a matter that would 
come very heavily on them was Schedule A 
of the Income Tax. In the case of those 
who held fee-simple property that would 
come very high, and those who did business 
in the licensed trade would also suffer, 
very heavily. In some cases licences would 
be doubled, and, as they knew, the licensed 
trade had suffered very considerably from 
legislation within the past few months. 

Mr. E. Donnolly, ex-High Sheriff for 
Waterford City, suggested’ that a public meet- 
ing of citizens be called, to be addressed 
by a valuation expert. He said that he did 
not see any necessity for this latest increase 
in valuation at all, If the Corporation 
launched schemes that would cost a lot of 
money there would be no reduction in rates 
at all. It was, he said, a great shame that 
the valuation of the city should be increased 
by fifty or one hundved per cent. 


EFFECTS OF REVALUATION. 


Mr. A. J. Phelan said that they should 
remember that the re-valuation had been con- 
ducted along certain statutory lines. All that 
would happen at a public meeting would be 
that a lot of hot air would be let off. That 
many of them had their valuations increased 
was an individual grievance and not a 
common one, and it was open to them to 
appeal. 

Continuing, Mr. Phelan said that the valu- 
tion of the city generally had heen increased, 
roughly speaking, from £50,000 te. £75,000. - 
Then suppose, for the sake of argument, that 
the rates were. 10s. in the £ on £50,000, that 
10s. would bring in an annua! sum to the 
Corporation of £25,000. Let them suppose 
that the Corporation expenses were covered 
by that 10s. in the £ under the old valuation. 
Then, if that vaiuation was increased 50 per 
cent., the same amount of money would be 
brought in by a 6s,.8d. rate. So that as long 
as the Corporation kept down their expendi- 
ture within the present limit, then the rate- 
payers would be in exactly the same position, 
and instead of ying 20s. in the £ they 
would pay lda. da. low, let them suppose 
that a lot of gentlemen appealed and 
succeeded in bringi down the valuation of 
the city by £50,000 fron £75.000 to £70,000— 
all of them who did not appeal would be hit, 
because they would want a higher rate on 
the valuation of £70,000 to produce £25,000 
than they would on a valuation of £75,000. 
He just put that point before them for any- 
body who phones on appeal in bringing 
down the valuation of the city materially, 
as far as his case and place were concerned, 
would be bringing about this result—that 
even if the Corporation expenses did not in- 
crease, the rates would not be reduced in the 
same proportion as they would with the re- 
valuation standing as at present.

FACTORY, 


NEW INDUSTRY STARTED.

After experi- 
ments a start was made with the quarrying 
and dressing of the stone some three months

ago. Under the supervision of Mr. Michael 
Kavanagh, one of the many highly-skilled 
Dublin stone-cutters, nine local men are 


being trained to prepare the granite for use 
as setts, channels, and kerbs for city streets. 
Two consignments have been sent by the 
Society's chartered steamer to Liverpool, 
where the quality of the stone and of the 
work were found satisfactory. Mr. Gallagher, 
who has high hopes of the new venture, ex- 
_pects that before long they will be able to 
utilise the Society s supply of electricity for 
both quarrying and dressing. 

On April SOth, 1923, the ss. Glenmay,. a 
steamer of 160 tons, was safely brought to 
Dungloe, and as safely got away, after dis- 
charging a cargo of general goods and maize.

94,000,000 PASSENGERS, BUT 
REVENUE DOWN. 


The number of passengers carried by the 
Belfast Tramways during the past year, 
according to the annual report of Mr. is. 
Carlisle, general manager, was 94,237,313, or 
an increase of 10,166,715 on the previons 
vear s figures. The average journeys per 
head of the population (based at 450,000) 
worked out at , as with 187 in 
1922-23; 48,308,722 penny tickets were issued, 
23,696,269 twopenny and 5,704,819 threepenny 
tickets. 

The reduction of the minimum fare for 
adults from 1jd. to 1d. was estimated to 
cause a loss of £90,000 to the Co ation, 
but the report states that as a result of the 
increased number of passengers at this rate 
the estimate was considerably reduced, the 
number of minimum fare passengers carried 
in 1922-23 being 5,464,047.

A prisoner was 
rescued from the Guards, and Chief Super- 
intendent McManus was wounded in the head 
by the blow of a stone. : 

The following stood in the dock :—'Tim 
Scarry, Stephen Cahill,” Pat Hynes, Joseph 
Fleming, Thomas. Moran, Thomas J. Fleming, 
and George Graham. They were charg 
with. unlawfully assaulting, resisting drrest, 
and obstructing members of the Civic Guard 
in the execution of their duty. 

Chief Superintendent McManus prosecuted, 
and Mr. H. MacDermot, K.C., appeared for 
the defendants. 

Guard Murphy stated that he was on duty 
at Kilcolgan on Sunday, August ólst, at two 
p.m. He met John Connor, of Slieveaun, 
Clarenbridge, and spoke to him. When witness 
had ‘finished speaking, Michael Fleming called 
Connor on one side. He saw Fleming put a 
revolver to Connor’s chest. The witness inter- 
posed, and as a result of ‘what occurred he was 
obliged to leave the 
incident to Sergeant King, who communicated 
with the Chief Superintendent in Galway. The 
latter and two Guards visited The Weir at 
about four o'clock. Sergeant King and wit- 
ness got into the Chief Superintendent’s motor 
car, in which there were two other sergeants, 
and proceeded to The Weir. 

When we got to The Weir, continued the 
witness, Sergeant Noonan called my attention 
toa man standing at the end of Moran's 
publichouse. I left the car and arrested the 
man, who turned out to be Michael Fleming. 
Sergeant Liddane was with me, We brought 
the prisoner down to the motor, and were in 
the act of putting him into the car when a 
man pemed Fo interfered, saying, “ You 
won't take him.” Foy was also arrested. As 
Fleming was about to enter the car George 
Graham pulled him away. There were about 
one. hundred and fifty people present, and 
their demeanour was hostilé and threatening. 
I did not see a revolver with Michael Fleming 
from thé time he was arrested until brought 
over to the car. After Graham had rescued 
Fleming the crowd rushed wildly down and 
attacked the Guards. A volley of stones was 
directed at the Guards who attempted to hold 
Fleming, and succeeded in keeping him in 
custody for about five minutes, he Chief 
Superintendent received a blow of a stgne 
on. the head. I saw Sergeant King being 
struck on the face by William Martin, of Kil- 
colgan. Joseph Fleming, a brother of Michael 
Fleming, snatched the baton from Sergeant 
King and struck him a blow on the shoulder 
with it. Fleming rushed towards me with 
the baton and I knocked him down. While 
I was engaged defending myself against the 
crowd one of the defendants came behind my 
back and struck me a blow in the face with 
his fist. I struck him back with my 
truncheon. After the crowd had rescued 
Fleming I heard a revolver shot, but do not 
know who fired it. The whole crowd was 
engaged in fighting at this time. The Chief 
Superintendent gave us the order to line up, 
but just before this Joseph Fleming came up 
to me and seid—' I will get you again for 
this."’ Owing to the hostility of the crowd 
we were obliged to leave The Weir in the 
motor car. 

THE DEFENDANTS SORRY. 

Mr. McDermott, K.C., said that his clients 
regretted the events of the day, which, he 
had no doubt, were largely due to refresh- 
ments takegat the regatta. He wished to 
say very little about the case. The desire of 
the Guards and of the defendants for whom 
he appeared was that there should be no 
bitterness of any kind left as a result of 
these prosecutions, and, acting on his advice, 
the defendants were satisfied that the case 
should be dealt with by that Court. To 
prove their bona-fdes in the matter they were 
satisfied to be bound over by bailsmen, 
who would satisfy the Civic Guard for twelve 
months. He was quite certain from his con- 
versation with the defendants that they 
would loyally observe what amounted to a 
— on their part that there would not 

a recurrence of these events, and that 
there would be no interference on their part 
with the Civic Guard. . 

Chief Superintendent McManus said he 
had no objection to the course suggested, and 
the charge was reduced to one oí. common 
assault. 

District Justice Ford said he took a more 
serious view of the case than either the 
Guards or Mr. McDermott seemed to take. 
The Guards might be assaulted again to- 
morrow. Every person who acted as bails- 
man for the accused would be put under oath 
as to his solvency. He warned the accused 
that the moment the bonds were broken he 
would exact the full penalty. People could 
not be making targets of the Guards without 
bearing the consequences. | Superintendent 
McManus was severely wounded on the occa- 
sion. He might have been killed for all 
the defendants cared. 

THE PEACE OF GALWAY. 
Superintendent McManus said that he would 
like to explain his position in the matter. He 
had. been only a short time in Galway, and he 
knew very little about the psychology of the 
Galway people.. He had been told that they 
required to be treated drastically. However, 
he was not. going to start off by dragooning 
people. If anybody had suffered more than 
another in the Kilcolgan affair, it was him- 
self, and he was responsible to his superiors 
for the peace of the county. He hoped that 
the attitude of the Guards would make for 
peace... He would like to say, further, that 
he considered an assault of the most humble 
Guardsin the force as serious a matter as an 
assault on a Chief Superintendent. His 
reason for falling: in with the view of the 
advocate for the inch was that he believed 
that good results would accrue. Galway at 
the present moment was not peaceable, and 
that condition of affairs was discreditable to 
the people of Galway. The Guards had 
nothing to do with a man’s politics, Em, 
or class, and it was up toevery right-thinking 
man to assist them in maintaiing peace and 
order. He would like that the defendants 
would not go away with the impression that 
the Guards were weak in connection with this 
incident. They are not weak, proceeded the 
speaker, with emfhasis, ond if drastic 
remedies are required they will be used. I. 
for, one, will see that they are used, but | 
hope that it will not be necessary to use 
them. I regard the decision arrived at to-day 
&a very good one, because these men hold 
themselves virtually as hostages for that part 
of the countryside, For some time past’ 
armed men have taken part in holds-wp from.
